The 
Egyptians on that battery still replied brisk- 
ly, but although several times struck 
none ofthe shots penetrated our battery or 
water line.

Strength of Arabi’s Arminy—The Bedou- 
ins and Their Peculiar Tactics. 


As to the condition of the army in Egypt: 
the artillery is supplied with Krupp breech- 
loading guns, the infantry with Remington 
rifles of the latest pattera and the cavalry 
with carbines and sabers. Throughout the 
army is well- equipped, disciplined and in 
good condition. This is entirely attributable to 


Gen. Stone. For some time past Arabi Pasha 
has been recruiting the army, 
and it probably numbered 50,000 


men, . all told, when the trouble began. 


The Bedouin Arabs are fast friends and 
admirers of Arabi Pasba. Ina brief period, 
probablv, now, ne can call into the field from 
75.000 to 125,000 men. Of these Arabs the 
Bedouins are not subject to military service 
or compulsory labor. They are allowed many 
privileges under the government which are 
not accorded the EKgyptians them- 
selves. The main feature of 
the excellence of the Bedouins 
is their remarkablyrapid movements. They 
can make an attack, get away in great haste, 
fly to the hot deserts and live there for days. 
A European and many Egyptians cannotstand 
the heat of the desert at all and cannot follow 
the flying Arabs over the hot sand.

Inthe course of ten days 
all this was stopped, and fraudulent cards of 
maritime inspection disappeared. One of the 
worst local scourges of small-pox in Iliinois 
began some two months ago from 
an immigrant who arrived at Ottawa, carry - 
ing one of these fraudulent cards. But there 
is no present probability that this land in- 
spection will be extended beyond the end of 
this week.

HERBERT SPENCER. 


Hie Proposed Visit to America—How 
He Lives at Home. 


New York Special to Chicago Times. 

Uthe illustrious foreigners who have 
— America, from Talleyrand in his early 
days to Charles Kingsley and Dickens, none 
have ever received a heartier welcome than 
ithe people of tuis country Will be glad to give 
s distinguished gentleman who is about to ar- 
rive. Mr. Herbert Spencer is expected to 
reach New York about the 2istinst. His 
coming bas been long deferred, and the pur- 
poses of his visit are different from those he 
pad in view when, two years ago, he contem- 
plated a trip around the worla. Then he de- 
sired to visit this new field of observation in 
order te extend his social studies. He was 
coming, note-book in hand, to study the so- 
cial tendencies and the institu- 
tons of the Americans. Circumstances 
interferred with the fulfillment of his 
design, and although he did not give it up, it 
was understood to be postponed for some 
‘ears. Mr. Spencer finds himself now in poor 
health and he has been enjoined to discon- 
tinue his studies and literary pursuits for 
some months at least. He visits this coun- 
trv, therefore, for a change of scene and com- 
slete rest from work. ‘To thie end, it is said, 
— hopes to travel quietly through the coun- 
try, avoiding for the most part any attention 
on the part of the publicthat mightretard his 
recuperation. It is quite likely that he will 
not be so accesstbie to newspaper reporters 
as most eminent foreigners are on visiting 


this country. He is not fond of general so- 


ciety, a8 might be expected of one who has 
lived all bis days a rather sedentary 
snd a very studious life. It is said 
that he is averse to meeting many stran- 
gers. When he is at home he lives in bach- 
elor apartments at Bayswater, London. His 
closest friends are found among the philo- 
sophic sect, which until recently included 
Darwin, Lewes aud George Eliet, and whose 
most conspicuous members to-day are Spen- 
cer, Huxley and Tyndall. In the evening he 
often meets these congenial frionds and others 
who, if not equally eminent, are allied with 
them in aspirations and attainments. His 
mornings are usually devoted to literary la- 
bor. He is in the habit of first dictating to an 
amanuensis and then laboriously reviewing 
Lis manuscript. He is a member of the 
Atheneum Club, where he often goes in the 
s‘ternoon to play billiards. He is very fond 
ot the game, and in it finds one of his chief 
resourcss for recreation. In politics he is a 
liberal, and in most things has 
been ‘substantially in accord with Glad- 
stone andJohn Bright. For the petty de- 
tnils of politics he has no liking, but in poli- 
tics of the larger sort he takes a deep inter- 
eat. He is in moderate circumstances, and 
would indeed be poor if he had noi been 
rendered independent, in a small way, some 
‘ears ago by a legacy left him by a distant 
— The works which have immorai- 
ized bis name have not been able to put 
bread into his mouth. The more popular of 
his works, such as his “Education,” and Es- 
says,” and Soeial Statics,” yielded hima 
fair return for his labor, but on the great 
work to whose production he has given the 
best years of his life, The Synthetic Philoso- 
phy of Herbert Spencer,“ he has spent sev - 
eral thousand pounds. Though 
Foglana” is proud of Spencer as 
her feremost thinker, his books are 
. very smailsale there. In apecuniary sense 
the Lnited Stated has been a much more lib- 
eral patron ofthe philosopher. He has found 
in ‘his country many appreciative readers, 
and the prinziples of sociology as he has ex- 
pounded them have been deeply pondered 
and widely diffused here, and many of them 
have bees carried into practice. Herbert 
Spencer, more thoroughly than any phiio- 
sophical writer of the age, has made social 
science intelligible to the common people, by 
looking at human nature io all its aspects, 
sod not merely from the standpoint of the 
logician or theologian. 

The route he will take in this country is 
not yet known here. While in the East he 
will partake of the hospitality of a number of 
representative citizens who have relations of 
personal friendship with him.

Newman Wright, whose tribulations were 
recounted in Thureday’s Tribune.

The Internal Revenue Bill. 
WA8sHINGTON, July 12.—Furthner amend- 
ments to the internal revenue bill 


were made by the Senate Finance

BROUGHT BACK. 


Jack Costigan and J ames Higgins 
to Answer a Charge of 
Murder.

James Kinney’s Slayers Arrested in 
Cincinnati. 


About noon on the 9th'of last May a hoodium 
murder was committed at the corner of Fifth 
and Biddle streets, to answer for which Jack 
Costigan and Jim Higgins were to-day com- 
mitted tojail. A crowd of young fellows of 
unsavory reputation were assembled in 
Kervick’s saloon, corner of Fifth and 
Biddle streets, opposite the Second District 
Police Court, drinking and drunk, when a row 
occurred with the little cause that such crowds 
need to institute a fight. The barkeeper or- 
dered the gang to tae sidewalk to finish the 
fight, which soon endea. Another disturbance 
arose shortly after, when two of the young 
hoodlums eet upon a man who was s friend of 
James Kinney’s, and not the physical equal of 
either of them. The loafers knocked the 


man down, kicked him and rolled him in the 
mud. Kinney interfered in behalf of the 
prostrate man, und was asked what business 
he had tointerfere, and hereplicd to the 
questioners: ‘‘That’s a triend of mine, and 
I’m going tostand by him.’’ He was roundly 
abused after making this avowal, and afew 
moments later was attacked by one of the 
crowd, who drew a knife, and, rushing at Kin- 
ney, 
STABBED HIM IN THE ABDOMEN. 
The viscera protruded from the lips of the 
wound, from which the blood poured in 4 
stream, weakening Kinney, who staggered a 
few feet and fell tothe ground. The murder- 
ous assaulter made his way through the crowd 
Without meeting with any resistance, and, 
walking to the entrance of Foster alley, 
which runs north and south 
between Fifth and Sixth and Biddle and O’Fal- 
lon streets, he disappeared in one of the yards 
that adjoin tne alley. Kinney's wounds ro. 
ceived medical attention after half an nours 
delay from Drs. Armstrong and Hornsby, wo 
recommended that the man be sent to the City 
Hospital, where he died a few weeks ago. 
Kinney was attended by his brother, who 
was with him in the fight. The Cor: 
oner’s jury retur:od the tojlowing verdict 
wnen an inguest was held on the body of Kin- 
ney: That tne deceased, James Kinney, cams 
to his death at the City Hospita., May 10, 1552, 
trop. the effects of a penetrating stab in the 
abcomen, received at 12:15 p. m., on May 9, 
at the corner of Fifth and Bidale streets, at the 
hands of ‘Jack’ Costigan, and the jury furtber 
flud that ‘Matt’ Maher and an unknowa man, 
who were present, are accessories of the fuct. 
COSTIGAN WAS NOT ARRESTED, 

and only a few weeks ago the* prospects of 
clearing up the case became at all hopeful. It 
was ascertained that Costigan was in Cincin- 
nati. Through the co-operation of the Cincin- 
nati police he was identified while in the 
Work-house but nothiny was said to him about 
the matter. When Detective Tucker 
arrived at the Work-house Costigan 
recognized him in a moment and made an at- 
tempt to conceal his features. I'd gives, 000 
to find out Who gave this thing away, said 
Costigan. ‘‘Weil, Id be a nice monkey to tell 
you,’’ replied Tucker, who took charge of 
Costigan and Jim Higgins, his pal, on the day 
of their discharge from the Cincinnati 
house. They have refused to 
make any statement whatever con- 
cerning the trouble and have the reputa- 
tion with the police of being burglars of ex- 
perience, who are not now in their maiden 
troubles, but who have been in the ciuiches 
of the law several times aod just know how to 
bebave under such circumstances. This morn- 
ing they positively refused to speak about the 
stabbing 

FURTHER THAN TO DENY THEIR CONNECTION 
with the fatal affray. The murder 
was wituessed by a dozen citizens, 
who had not the courage to stop the murderer, 
but who, nevertheless, noticed him sufficiently 
to be abietoidentify him. Kinney was only 
19 years of age, and was employed on the St. 
Charlies bridge. He lately arrived in this city 
from Rockville, Ind. 

Coroner Frank, on the testimony 
adduced atthe inquest and the verdict ren- 
dered by the jury, swore out a warrant charg- 
ing Costigan with murderin the first degree, 
and Matt Maher, who has not yet been arrest- 
ed, and James Higgins, Costigan’s partner, 
with being accessories after the fact.

That usually quiet and retiring cereal, oats, 
promises to ioom up into prominence in spec- 
ulative circles ere long. Any one who has 
been in or watching the markets on Change 
for any time past has been aware of the fact 
thet speculative trading in July oats has been 
very heavy, but every one has not known that 
most of the sales were to one firm, and that 
when the contract, went to this firm they 
stayed there.

fixed fact ſor tome time, and from intorma- 
tion lately received by a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter from a reliable source it is learned this 
deal is not confined to St. Louis alone, but ex- 
tepds to Chicago and New York, the same 
parties holding the oat market there in their 
own hands as they do here. The combina- 
tion that controls the deal is composed of one 
firm each in St. Louis, Chicago aud New York, 
and aboutthree other outside parties residing 
elsewhere. They have plenty of the necessary 
funds to carry the deal through, and so far 
have met with extraordinary success in the 
course the market hastaken. The St. Louis 
rm that handies this end of the deal is R. 8. 
McCormick & Co., who, dit is claimed, have 
short contracts in their Bands for a million 
and a half bushels; at least the market 
is said to be pversold that much. The short- 
age was very much larger than this some time 
ago, as not many weeks past there was a sell- 
ing craze sturted here and nearly every one 
was going short. Early and large receipts of 
the new crop were banked upon and the mar- 
ket was going down somewhere around lic, so 
some of the sanguinejshorts thought, and they 
sold early and often. This was the time the 
combination stepped in and commenced buy- 
ing, and they got their workin in such good 
time thatthe average price on this million 
and a half bushelsis said not to be above 41e. 
Within the past few days large sales in settle 
ment have been made at around 52 and re as 
much as 750,000 bushels having been settled u 
and disposed of, but there 8 
sili left unsettled fully the amount 
ien above.
